Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  Budleigh  Salterton  District  for  the  year  1913.  To  facilitate 
reference,  the  headings  of  the  subjects  are  arranged  similarly  to 
the  last  Report,  thus  following  the  scheme  laid  down  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  contained  in  their  Memorandum  to  Medical 
Olhcers  of  Health  (1912).  The  scheme  is  a very  exhaustive  one, 
and  in  such  a small  community  as  Budleigh  Salterton  it  is  impossible 
to  deal  with  some  of  the  sections. 

The  usual  tables  of  statistical  information  will  be  found  at 
the  end  of  the  Report,  and  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to 
ensure  their  accuracy.  There  are  no  Factories  acd  only  a few 
Workshops  and  Workplaces  in  the  District,  and  the  work  done 
in  connection  with  them  is  also  tabulated. 

A.— NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF 
THE  DISTRICT. 

Budleigh  Salterton  occupies  a sheltered  position  between 
Sidmouth  and  Exmouth,  and  is  built  on  the  sides  and  bottom  of  a 
valley  running  south-south-east  to  the  sea.  As  a result,  an  efficient 
fall  for  drainage  is  naturally  provided.  The  soil  is  gravel  over 
red  sandstone,  so  that  the  surface  rapidly  dries  after  rain.  Fog 
is  rare,  and  when  it  does  occur,  is  only  from"  the  sea.  Fishing  and 
the  building  trade  are  the  main  sources  of  employment  for  the 
working  classes. 
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For  those  contemplating  retirement,  Budleigh  Salterton  offers 
many  inducements,  including  as  it  does  a good  Club,  and  affording 
exceptional  opportunities  for  the  enjoyment  of  hunting,  fishing, 
tennis  and  golf.  The  surrounding  country  is  pretty,  and  delightful 
walks  abound.  During  the  season  excursions  by  motor  and  steam- 
boat are  provided,  enabling  places  of  interest,  &c.,  in  the  vicinity 
to  be  visited. 

B.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 
DISTRICT. 

(i) — Water  Supply. — The  District  is  supplied  with  an 
abundance  of  pure  water  from  two  sources,  Kersbrook  and 
Sherbrook,  and  the  Public  Analyst’s  Report  on  these  is  as  follows  : — 

“ The  natural  quality  of  each  of  the  samples  continues 
unchanged  and  the  purity  of  each  source  is  excellent.”

For  some  years,  during  the  dry  weather  and  when  the  summer 
visitors  arrived,  there  has  been  difficulty  in  supplying  some  of  the 
higher-level  houses  with  water.  Two  causes  operated  to  produce 
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this  difficulty  : (i)  the  height  at  which  new  buildings  were  being 
erected  ; (2)  the  low  level  of  the  service  reservoir.  In  addition, 
the  pumping  plant  consisted  of  only  one  oil  engine,  and  had  this 
been  put  out  of  action  through  any  defect  a serious  state  of  affairs 
would  have  resulted.  When  it  became  apparent  that  the  higher 
levels  were  being  developed  for  building  purposes,  it  devolved  on 
the  Council  to  go  into  the  subject  of  the  water  supply  thoroughly. 
Accordingly,  Messrs  Strachan  and  Weekes  were  consulted,  and  they 
submitted  a scheme  to  the  Council  which  will  entirely  overcome 
any  difficulties  in  water  supply  for  many  years  to  come.  Briefly 
the  scheme  provides  double  pumps,  &c.,  to  lift  the  water  into  a 
new  service  reservoir,  which  is  to  be  built  at  West  Down  Beacon 
(Flagstaff).  This  will  give  enough  pressure  to  supply  any  houses 
likely  to  be  built  for  a number  of  years.  All  the  present  plant, 
reservoirs,  mains,  &c.,  will  be  utilised,  so  that  when  the  new  works 
are  completed  your  District  will  be  second  to  none  as  regards  its 
water  supply. 

On  October  21st,  1913,  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  held  an  inquiry  on  the  subject-matter  of  an  application 
by  the  Council  to  borrow  £5,150  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  scheme  outlined  above,  and  the  Board  have  sanctioned  the  loan. 
Tenders  for  the  job  will  be  opened  this  month  (February),  and  the 
works  should  be  in  full  operation  in  about  six  to  nine  months  from 
now. 

(2) — Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  scheme  for  the  better 
disposal  of  sewage  (which  was  finished  in  1911)  continues  to  work 
satisfactorily,  and  no  complaints  have  reached  me.  The  District 
is  efficiently  drained,  and  reflux  of  sewage  on  to  the  beach  is 
impossible. 

(3)  — Closet  Accommodation. — Quite  satisfactory  throughout 
the  District.  A few  earth  closets  still  remain,  but  they  are  in  good 
order. 

(4)  — Scavenging. — House  refuse  is  removed  twice  weekly. 
There  is  no  destructor.  I must  again  call  attention  to  the  want 
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of  proper  receptacles  for  house  refuse.  In  many  cases  an  old  box 
or  tin  is  requisitioned  for  the  purpose,  with  results  which  are  not 
conducive  to  the  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  adjoining  premises, 
especially  in  the  summer  months.  It  would  be  well  if  the  Council 
could  provide  galvanised  iron  bins,  with  lids,  at  a nominal  cost. 

(5) — Sanitary  Inspections  of  the  District. — These  have 
been  made  from  time  to  time,  but  in  a small  place  like  Salterton 
work  under  this  heading  has  been  necessarily  limited.  No  houses 
have  been  found  unfit  for  habitation  ; any  defects  discovered 
have  been  of  a trifling  nature,  and  the  Inspector’s  suggestions 
have  always  been  cheerfully  carried  out.

General  character  of  defects  found  to  exist  in  dwelling-houses 
inspected  : — No  serious  defects.  Sometimes  not  so  clean 
as  desirable.  Whitewashing  recommended  where  necessary. 
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(6) — Schools. — The  new  Schools  which  have  been  built  are 
a great  acquisition  to  the  District.  They  are  up-to-date  in  every 
particular,  and  the  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  are 
satisfactory. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  for  me  to  recommend  their  closure 
for  any  epidemic  during  the  past  year. 

Milk  Supply. — The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops  have 
been  inspected  during  the  year,  and  no  gross  sanitary  defects  have 
been  found,  either  in  the  storage  or  distribution  of  milk.  Most  of 
the  Cowsheds  are  kept  as  clean  as  possible,  but  some  are  structurally 
inadequate. 

The  Bakehouses,  of  which  there  are  lo,  have  been  periodically 
examined,  and  their  condition,  as  regards  cleanliness  and  the  other 
requirements,  have  been  found  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

The  Slaughterhouses  have  been  inspected  with  satisfactory 
results.  No  cases  of  tuberculous  meat  have  been  brought  to  my 
notice. 

Housing. — Nineteen  new  buildings  have  been  erected,  and 
195  are  to  be  erected  in  the  near  future.  All  new  buildings  have 
satisfied  the  Byelaws  as  to  drainage,  water  supply  and  sufficiency 
of  light  and  air  space.  As  mentioned  in  my  last  Report,  private 
enterprise  is  quite  capable  of  providing  suitable  accommodation 
for  the  working  classes,  and  it  is  therefore  unnecessary  for  the 
Council  to  take  any  steps  in  the  matter. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  brought  to  my  notice, 
although  it  is  probable  that  they  do  occur  temporarily  during  the 
height  of  the  season.  The  discovery  of  such  is  a difficult  matter. 

Workshops  and  Workplaces. — There  are  no  Factories  in 
the  District  and  very  few  Workshops.  Ten  inspections  have  been 
made,  and  no  defects  found. 
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C.— SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE 
DISTRICT. 

Staff. — The  officials  of  the  Sanitary  Staff  comprise  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
two  employes,  who  are  increased  as  occasion  requires  (usually  in 
the  summer  months)  to  eight. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases. — 
Patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease,  and  who  wish  to  be 
removed,  are  received  into  the  Exeter  Sanatorium,  at  Whipton, 
at  an  inclusive  charge  of  25/-  per  week  per  individual.  This  ‘ 
arrangement  has  proved  quite  satisfactory  and  economical  up  to 
the  present  time. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work  during  the  Year. — 
Two  chemical  analyses  of  the  water  of  the  District  are  made 
by  the  Public  Analyst  each  year,  at  six  months  intervals. 

A fresh  stock  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  always  at  hand  for 
the  use  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  District,  and  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  throat  swabbings,  in  suspicious 
cases,  is  gratuitously  provided. 

D.— PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  absence  of  any  epidemic 
of  infectious  disease.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Typhus  Fever, 
Puerperal  Fever  or  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  were  notified. 

Enteric. — One  case  of  Enteric,  or  Typhoid  Fever,  was  notified. 
Onl}^  one  other  case  has  arisen  in  the  District  since  1904.  The 
case  which  was  notified  last  year  presented  great  difficulties  in 
diagnosis,  and  the  Medical  Attendant  had  doubts  about  it  being 
Typhoid,  even  after  all  the  recognised  tests  had  been  employed. 
Eventually,  however,  he  decided  that  it  must  be  classed  as  Typhoid. 
The  source  of  infection  remained  a mystery. 
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Scarlet  Fever. — One  case  was  notified,  the  patient,  at  the 
time,  being  in  the  Cottage  Hospital. 

Erysipelas. — Three  cases  were  notified.  All  three  were  of 
a mild  type. 

As  soon  as  a case  of  Infectious  Disease  is  brought  to  the  notice 
of  your  officials,  they  visit  the  premises  forthwith,  and  take  the 
necessary  precautions  for  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
These  preventive  measures  are  set  out  in  detail  on  page  7,  1909 
Report,  and  need  not  be  referred  to  here. 

E. — PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Four  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Consumption)  were 
notified  last  year,  the  patients  being  aged  20,  22,  30  and  35 
respectively.  Two  were  males  and  two  females,  and  one  proved 
fatal.  Printed  cards,  setting  out  in  simple  language  the  best 
means  of  preventing  infection  to  others,  are  available  for  distribution 
in  suitable  cases,  and  a few  rules  are  incorporated  for  the  guidance 
of  the  patients  themselves,  as  regards  diet,  fresh  air,  and  the  disposal 
of  sputum,  &c. 

F. — INVESTIGATION  OF  OTHER  DISEASES. 

No  “ influences  threatening  the  health  of  the  District  ” 
(Art.  XIX.  (i)  of  the  Board’s  General  Order)  have  come,  or  been 
brought  under  my  notice.  Rickets,  Acute  Rheumatism,  Diarrhoea 
and  Enteritis  are  not  common.  There  have  been  no  outbreaks, 
or  isolated  cases  of  illness,  traceable  to  food  poisoning. 

G.— MEANS  FOR  PREVENTING  MORTALITY  IN 
CHILDBIRTH  AND  IN  INFANCY. 

A trained  and  competent  Nurse  resides  in  the  District.  At 
one  time  it  was  the  duty  of  your  Medical  Officer  to  visit  the  Nurse 
from  time  to  time  and  inspect  her  appliances,  but  this  duty  has 
now  been  taken  over  by  the  Devon  County  Council. 
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The  infant  mortality  in  Budleigh  Salterton  is  38-5  per  1,000 
births  (for  England  and  Wales  it  is  109  per  1,000),  which  proves 
that  the  proper  care  of  infants  at  birth,  and  after,  is  not  overlooked 
in  your  District. 

H.-VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  population  at  the  Census  in  1901  was  1883  ; in  1911 
it  was  2,170,  an  increase  of  287  persons  in  the  ten  years.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  Report  the  population  is  estimated  to  be  2,240 
persons.  Thirty-two  deaths  were  registered,  12  males  and 
20  females,  giving  a total  death-rate  of  I4‘2  per  1,000.  One  of  these 
deaths  was  that  of  a non-resident,  registered  in  the  District.  If 
this  be  substracted,  the  net  number  of  deaths  is  31  and  the  corrected 
death-rate  13 ‘8.  This  is  not  a particularly  low  figure,  but  it  must 
be  remembered  that  of  the  31  deaths  20  were  of  persons  aged  60 
and  upwards,  thus  : —

Births, — During  the  year  26  births  were  registered,  14  males 
and  12  females.  One  of  the  latter  was  illegitimate.  The  birth-rate 
is  therefore  ii’6  per  1,000  ; that  for  England  and  Wales  being  23-9. 
From  these  hgures  it  is  apparent  that  the  birth-rate  of  your  District 
is  half  that  of  the  country  generally.  Many  factors  combine  to 
produce  a small  birth-rate,  and  they  have  been  dwelt  upon  in 
previous  Reports.  It  is  only  necessary  to  repeat  here  that  the 
“ age  distribution  ” of  the  population  in  this  District  is  the  prime 
factor.

In  conclusion,  I think  we  may  congratulate  ourselves  on  the 
healthy  condition  of  the  District  during  1913.  The  Infectious 
Diseases  which  have  been  notified  have  been  few  in  number  and 
mild  in  character,  and  no  deaths  have  occurred  from  any  one  of 
them.  Moreover,  there  has  been  an  absence  of  any  epidemic  in 
the  District,  or  of  cases  of  poisoning  from  articles  of  diet,  nor  has 
my  attention  been  called  to  any  case  of  alleged  unsound  food. 

The  houses  erected  and  in  course  of  erection  are  sufficient 
for  the  needs  of  the  District,  and  in  the  course  of  the  inspections 
which  your  Surveyor  and  myself  have  made  we  have  been  unable 
to  discover  any  gross  sanitary  defects  or  cases  of  overcrowding. 

I have  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  unvarying 
courtesy  they  have  always  extended  to  me,  and  my  best  thanks 
are  due  to  the  Surveyor  for  his  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  this 
Report  ; nor  must  we  forget  the  other  servants  of  the  Council 
who  have  performed  their  duties  so  satisfactorily.
